track for 400 yards. 


The accident occurred shortly be- 


fore midnight. Not one of the 20 pas- 
sengers of the jitney bus escaped' in- 
jury .or death. They were returning 
home from a dance.

Charles Sullivan, the one survivor 


who was able to talk said the bus did 
not stop before going over the cross- 
Ing. 


A. W. Barnes, grade crossing watch- 


man said he. shouted warnings to the 
driver of-the bus and tried to stop 
him but his voice was drowned by the 
'roar of the speeding engine. 


Most of the bodies- were mangled

SIEVING TH2 SENATE'S VANITY 


The more the proposed reservation to 


the four-power treaty is considered the 
less popular it becomes. 
Even the Re- 


publican press throughout the country is 
almost unanimous in its opposition to a 
reservation of any kind. 
.The general 


opinion is that the treaty as it stands is 
weaker, if anything, than it ought to be 
for the purposes it is intended to serve, 
aud that any attempt to modify it by res- 
ervation would only weaken it that much 
more. The truth about the matter is that 
the reservation is brought in for two 
purposes, both extraneous to the merits of 
the treaty. The first is that of political 
consistency on the part of bitter-enders. 
They demand the same policies be ad- 
hered to that Mr. Lodge insisted on estab- 
lishing when the Versailles treaty was up 
for consideration. The second is to vin- 
dicate the senate's vanity. 
The world 


was informed when Mr. Harding was elect- 
ed that the senate would be the real gov- 
erning voice in the matter of making 
treaties and it is yet too soon to recede 
from this position. Therefore it is neces- 
sary to remind the Avorld in a concrete 
case of the existence and importance of the 
senate in the field" of foreign relations. 


'There is nothing in this maneuver 


which really concerns itself with protec- 
tion to the United States. It is simply a 
continuation of the interference of the 
senate with executive prerogative. It is 
hardly conceivable that a treaty of any- 
real value in establishing peaceful under- 
standing in the Pacific could be devised 
and carry «ith it less of specified obliga- 
tion. The obligations contracted are pure- 
ly moral and of a very indefinite nature. 
They leave the United States free to in- 
terpret its responsibilities in its own way 
and according to its constitutional pro- 
cesses. No reservation can be formulated 
which will not be superfluous, derogatory 
to our understanding with the other high 
contracting parties, detrimental to the 
purposes of the agreement, and which 
does not reflect upon the president aud 
the state department.

GOVERNMENT 


In an address which Senator Kenyon 


of Iowa delivered. immediately "p^ior to 
qualifying" as federal judge, he-.Saidl'#iat_ 
"the 
indifference of the people to the 


everyday affairs of government is alarm- 
ing," 
adding "it is not a,n age for Rip 


Van "Winkles, cither in or out of politics." 


Mr. Kenyon "s observation is in accord 


with fact, and it goes to the most import- 
ant weakness of representative govern- 
ment. Either the people are indifferent 
to every day affairs of government, as he 
says, or. if they are interested, they do 
not carry their interest 'to the extent of in- 
telligent information and action. 


The popular attitude toward govern- 


ment is somewhat peculiar at the present 
lirac. 
Citizens are more keenly interest- 


ed than they generally arc in what Wash- 
ington is doing or proposes to do. but 
their point of view is distinctly suspicious. 
Just now the voters arc sitting in judg- 
ment on the Harding administration. 
For the moment they are neither Repub- 
licans nor Democrats. 


One of the chief troubles with Ameri- 


can criticism in politics is that operates as 
a destructive rather than a constructive 
force. 
Too often 
public 
opinion is 


against whatever is the government for 
the time being on general principles. Too 
often we are looking for things to find 
fault with rather than 1o commend. 
The 


result is that when public opinion mani- 
fests itself it often does so blindly with- 
out any real consideration of the conse- 
quences that are to follow. 
Very many 


times a man. is defeated for office without 
the slightest regard to qualifications or fit- 
ness of the man who is to bo his successor. 
Very often, too, policies are frustrated or 
opposed without concern as to the policies 
that are to be substituted. 


As a matter of fact, the American peo- 


ple have very little to r-oiuplain o£ in their 
government. It is 'their government, and 
reflects them in every essential respect. 
Both government and politics reflect aver- 
age American intelligence and civic capa- 
city. 
There is always at, work an cle- 


ment which is seeking to raise the, stand- 
ards of government and politics, and only 
as the main body politic is influenced by 
this force do we secure improvement. 
Mere protest accomplishes nothing. Only 
when wo arc willing to supplement that 
protest with honest e.nd intelligent, effort 


j do we, pc\ rid of what we deem ohjcetion- 
1 able and secure what we feel i» desirable.

Epilepsy is probably not a specific disease, but 


•ather a group of' conditions characterised by seiz- 
ires of convulsions or unconsciousness or both. 
Transient loss of consciousness without convulsions 
.r twitching is known as petit mal, and a seizure 
vith convulsions followed by loss of consciousness 
•i- attended by loss of consciousness is called grand 
mal. 
In petit mal the seizure is often very brief in dura- 


ion. The patient is noticed suddenly to stop what- 
ever he is doing; perhaps tho face becomes pale 
and eyes fixed he is temporarily "gone"; then he te- 
sumes where he left off, being unaware that auy- 
hing has occurred. 
Sudden momentary "fainting" 
or 
"sleepiness" 


without cause or warning; giddiness, sudden strange 
unaccountable sense of fear; sudden strange or out- 
andish feeling that the body has swelled to enor- 
mous proportions, that the head floats at a great 
icight, etc.; sudden choking sensation in the throat; 
sudden scream; these and many other strange sen- 
sations coming on at irregular intervals and with- 
out apparent cause are described by persons who 
lave petit mal. 
There is considerable evidence that the moderate 


use of alcoholic beverages by either parents predis- 
ioses to epilepsy in the offspring. Epilepsy seems 
o prevail more frequently in families i'i which vari- 
ous mental disturbances or insanity may be found. 
Contrary to a popular notion, epilepsy is not more 
ikely to occur in the children or first or second 
Cousins, nor is feeble-mindedncss or other 
defect 


avored by consanguinity, unless it happens that al- 
oholism, syphilis or mental defects are present in 
he family, in which case of course a union of cou- 
ins would double the chance of defective heredity. 
Epilepsy nearly always begins is early life. Seiz- 


ures resembling epilepsy developing after the age of 


0 are usually caused by syphilis: and such seizures 
leginning after 45 are usually due to arterial hard- 
nins or brain damage from changes in tho arteries.

A 13-Month Year 


London.—Calendar 
reformers 
are 


busy just now In anticipation of the 
International Conference of Astrono- 
mers in Rome next April, which is 
to consider the question of reforming 
the Gregorian Calendar, according to 
a writer in the OBSERVER. A num- 
ber of different schemes have been 
submitted to the committee of the con- 
ference which has been specially ap- 
pointed to deal with this matter, the 
chairman of which will be 
Cardinal 


Mercicr. Most of these proposals re- 
distribute the days of the year among 
the twelve months in such a way that 
the year proper will contain an integ- 
ral number of weeks, New Year's day 
being an Independent holiday not in- 
cluded in the week or month, and the 
extra day in Leap-Year being also a 
similar holiday not included in the 
week or month, and the extra day in 
Leap-Year being also a ^mllar holiday 
sandwiches in between the last day of 
June and the first day of July. 


In the United States, however, 
a 


movement has been started in favor of 
a 13 month year, with New Year's day 
and the extra day in Leap Year hol- 
idays as before mentioned; and to this 
end a "Liberty Calendar Association" 
has been formed, which has published 
a large numper of pamphlets in sup- 
port of the "Liberty Calendar," and 
which intends to organize similar as- 
sociations in every civilized country. 


The movement was started immed- 


iately after the Armistice, which sug- 
gested the adoption of the name "Lib- 
erty," which it is proposed should be 
given to the added month.

ded month, however, is not to come 
after December, but between Febru- 
ary and March, so that, as it origin- 
ated emphasize, "Liberty will be very 
fittingly the first month of spring and 
a perpetual reminder of the great war 
for the liberty of the world from mil- 
itarism."

Now we learn that the normal pei-- 


son should drink all the water he 
wishes with his meals. It has even 
been found that drinking water with 
the meals helps the digestion. 


Various materials which arc poison- 


ous are then flushed out of the sys- 
tem and harmful bacteria do 
not 


thrive so well in the large intestine. 


However, if you are a pronounced 


invalid and have some trouble such 
as ulcer of the stomach or trouble 
with the kidneys, it would be well to 
consult, u, physician before drinking 
much water with meals. 


There are some types of . kidney 


troubles which arc benefited by drink- 
ing large quantities of water, where- 


as other types might perhaps be ag- 
gravated in some way. 


Tho drinking of water immediately 


before a meal is a good practice. It 
causes the appearance of digestive 
juices in the stomach. 
Then when 


the food reaches the stomach 
it i < 


more rapidly digested than it wouM 
have been otherwise. 


The drinking of a glass of hot wat- 


er Immediately before breakfast is 
especially good. 


If wo drink a proper amount of wa- 


ter we make it unnecessary for tho 
body to dilute the contents of the 
bowel. Heere then is a saving in en- 
ergy. 


Water may be taken freely on un 


empty stomach, midway 
between 


meals, by normal healthy men an 
women. It is preferable, however, <.••• 
.do most of your water driiiking a! 
meat time, since a. volume of gastru 
juice in the stomach between meal, 
serves no purpose.
